CRUCIAL voting starts 
in two days time to de¬ 
cide whether hundreds of 
businesses will face a 
£1.5 million levy to boost 
the Weymouth economy. 

The levy - worth 
£300,000 a year for five 
years - will be used to 
improve the town’s trad¬ 
ing environment. 

Nearly 600 businesses 
within the proposed Busi¬ 
ness Improvement Dis¬ 
trict will be voting in 
coming weeks to decide 
if they want the levy. 

To become a statutory 
charge it must be ap¬ 
proved by at least half the 
businesses voting, the 
measure also failing if it 
does not gain support 
from more than half the 
rateable value of busi¬ 
nesses being balloted. 

BID co-ordinator and 
chairman Nigel Reed 
said: “This is the single 
biggest decision busi¬ 
nesses as a whole in this 
town have had to take in 
recent times. 

“The economic situa¬ 
tion is bad, but this levy 
is designed to help every¬ 
one by promoting Wey¬ 
mouth, increasing footfall 
and getting people to 
spend more money. 

“It is also designed to 
get people to come back 
again because you can 
have the best shop in the 
world but, if no one is 
shopping in the town, 
then you’ll struggle.”

Voting is due to start on 
Saturday, May 4th and 
will finish on May 31st 
after which the Electoral 
Reform Society will in¬ 
dependently total the 
votes. 

A “yes” or “no” deci¬ 
sion is expected to be 
known by June 10th. 

Among possible as¬ 
pects of a successful BID 
would be parking pro¬ 
motions, themed mar¬ 
kets, an office in town, 
the use of ambassadors 
to promote Weymouth, 
more events, more festi¬ 
vals, visitor information 
and out-of-season mar¬ 


keting. 

Mr Reed said: “If we 
get a “yes” vote then 
Weymouth BID Ltd will 
be set up to manage the 
BID operation with ef¬ 
fect from September 1st. 

“Most of the money 
raised will be used to 
promote Weymouth as a 
destination for local 
shoppers and visitors. 

“If the BID period 
proves successful then in 
2017 we will reballot 
businesses for their per¬ 
mission to continue the 
BID but with a new busi¬ 
ness plan for another five 
years until 2023.”

■ WHY did you set up your shop? 

I have always hankered after doing a-one woman 
show. This is it. 

■ WHAT is special about your creations? 

The sneering contempt of my grammar school needle¬ 
work teacher, Miss Johnson, instilled in me an abject 
terror of anything to do with sewing and sewing ma¬ 
chines. The fact that I earn my living this way makes 
everything I produce special. In fact it makes it mirac¬ 
ulous. 

■ OF which creations are you most proud? 

It has taken me countless years for me to recognise 
my s kill s and feel proud of what I do. Perhaps being 
brought up a Catholic had some influence. The sin of 
being proud of one’s self would surely send me rico¬ 
cheting into the fires of hell and eternal damnation? 
However, as I am now over that, I couldn’t and would¬ 
n’t single out any one of “my girls” over another. I 
am proud of everything I make whether intricately 
laden with stitching and beading or jaw droppingly 
simple and understated. 
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■ TELL us about your customers. 

My customers are women. Collectors of rare wearable 
beauty. They come from all over the world and from 
all walks of life. I am a serendipitous discovery for 
some. For others I am a destination to return to again 
and again. 

■ WHAT is your price range? 

My prices are from £165 to £2,500. My sizing is from 
Fairy to Rubensesque. I have a one off range of 
clothes that are rare and unrepeatable. I have a hand 
knitted range. It’s like a limited-edition print run. I 
provide a made to measure service on these styles. 

■ YOU were an actress before a seamstress, of 
which production are you most proud? 

In the 1980s I worked with Common Stock Theatre 
Company running a show called “Getting Through”, 
a musical for teenagers challenging the stereotyping 
of young girls going through school. We were invited 
to be ambassadors of our dear Queen, twice at the 
world festival of children’s theatre in Toronto. I had 
never witnessed such knee-buckling, awe-inspiring, 
never to be forgotten, mouth-drying, heart-racing, 
funny, moving, huge, clever, challenging, brilliant, 
loud unforgettable and dangerous theatre ever. Or 
since. It was spoken and sung in languages from all 
over the world and I was part of that. 

■ WHAT do you most like about living here? 

I hear the sea, smell the sea and see the sea every sin¬ 
gle day. 

■ HOW do you spend your time when you are 
not working? 

Mostly, I stare into middle distance and practise the 
art of doing very little - with lie by the fire laziness 
and a cold glass of prosecco in hand. 

■ WHO would be your ideal guests for a dinner 
party? 

Patsy from Absolutely Fabulous, David Attenborough, 
Imelda Staunton, Sandy Toksvig, Cathy Burke and 
Bill Bailey - intelligent funny outrageous eloquent 
company.

'Gull-proof' 
your rubbish 

GULL-proof bags were delivered to 2,000 properties 
in Weymouth and Portland during April. 

The popular council scheme has been extended fol¬ 
lowing a successful trial in the Park District in 2011. 

The Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP), which pro¬ 
vides waste services on behalf of Weymouth and Port¬ 
land and six other councils, is handing out the free, 
black, reusable bags to help residents protect their 
rubbish from seagulls and vermin in areas where 
wheelie bins are not suitable. 

The bags help reduce the amount of litter on the 
street. They have been very effective in other coastal 
towns and cities and have proved a hit with Wey¬ 
mouth residents so far. 

Residents simply put their black rubbish sacks into 
the gull-proof bag for collection. The bags fold flat, 
so they are easy to store between collections. 

The bags were delivered in Weymouth town centre 
and at Underhill on Portland. 

Residents not at home when the bags were delivered 
have been left information about when and where 
they can collect a bag. 

Residents in the Weymouth area who still require a 
bag can pop in to the Park Community Centre, 
Chelmsford Street, Monday to Friday between 10am 
and 12noon, as they hold a stock of the bags. 

To be eligible for a bag, you need to have a black 
sack collection (ie no wheelie bins). Each property is 
permitted one bag, and families of five or more can 
have up to two bags. 

Alternatively, residents in any part of the borough 
can order a bag by calling (01305) 838000 and one 
will be delivered directly to them.

The emergency services 
were well represented, in¬ 
cluding Neighbourhood 
Police Inspector, Les Fry, 
who organised the first 
event. 

“In these challenging 
times we want to help peo¬ 
ple to make it harder for 
criminals to commit crime 
by taking appropriate 
crime prevention steps.” 

PC Tony Tester was 
amongst the police officers 
at the event, bringing along 
the quad bike he uses for 
patrols in wood and heath- 
land areas. 

“The year, before we had 
this, one of my patrol areas 
had about ten serious fires. 
Last year it was down to 
two...people know that 
we’re about and, despite 
difficult terrain, can reach 
them if we have to,” he 
said. 

Other police exhibits on 
the day included a mobile 
shed which they had

brought along to demon¬ 
strate the range of security 
equipment which can be 
attached both to the build¬ 
ing and the contents.

This can only be a 
good thing, particularly now when so 
much growth is stymied by the eco¬ 
nomic situation. 

“HLF has found that historic build¬ 
ings are particularly successful in at¬ 
tracting creative industries and new 
business start ups. 


“The problem has always been 
finding the capital to repair the build¬ 
ing so that it is usable. The Heritage 
Enterprise scheme will do that and 
also provide start up grants to help 
organisations with associated costs. 

“This is a great idea and, in a con¬ 
stituency where we are blessed with 
so many historic buildings and so 
many good ideas, I think people 
should not hesitate to apply.”

To qualify for the award 
staff at the homes had to 
complete a rigorous train¬ 
ing programme and con¬ 
sistently deliver the 
highest possible care to¬ 
wards end of life for their 
residents.

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I DAVE Evans with his 40,000-piece puzzle in pieces 


DEVASTATED master jigsaw maker Dave 
Evans was left in pieces when his giant world 
record attempt Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 
puzzle collapsed just 17-hours after he fin¬ 
ished it. 

His stunning masterwork of 33 panels had 
taken him 200 hours over 35 days to cut and 
complete. 

The disaster left a completely stunned Dave 
stood in a sea of 40,763 pieces from the 
crumpled 160 sq ft puzzle. 

He said: “I’d been stood next to the boards 
displaying the entire jigsaw, turned away and 
the whole thing suddenly came down. 

“My mind was sort of in shut down and I 
just thought, ‘worse things happen at sea’.” 

The giant jigsaw, which is currently under 
assessment for a new Guinness world record 
for a hand-cut wooden puzzle, looked a for¬ 


lorn sight as it lay in the foyer of Brewers 
Quay in Weymouth. 

Dave’s main problem is that the Queen has 
given permission for the completed puzzle to 
be displayed at her Sandringham residence 
during the summer, so the race is now on to 
remake the whole jigsaw by the end of May. 

Dave said: “We have some wonderful vol¬ 
unteers helping me to remake the jigsaw. 

“Some sections have fortunately ended up 
in a roll virtually intact and others have only 
lost a few dozen pieces scattered about, but 
some sections have completely come apart 
and are just heaps of pieces. 

“It is going to be a huge job to put it all 
back together again. 

“What we are doing is assembling those of 
the 33 sections which are complete and those 
that just need a bit of work. The rest we have 


in boxes waiting to be sorted. 

“To be honest, the biggest enemy I have is 
time because I have so many other things to 
do. 

“If I had the time I would quite enjoy put¬ 
ting it all back together. I love doing a jigsaw 
but I am always too busy making them.” 

Dave then broke off and began carefully 
scanning the edge of the giant collapsed drift 
of pieces, looking for clues which might re¬ 
unite them with their panel, many of which 
were being worked on by volunteers at 
nearby tables. 

He said: “At least the Queen is all right! 
Her picture was at the heart of the puzzle and 
I can still see her. 

“We’ll get there in the end. I just didn’t ex¬ 
pect to be making it again so soon!”

As Christians, part of our role is to support one 
another and this is something we all need from 
time to time. 

Many Christians have been there before us and, 
in looking to Jesus, have been upheld. I remember 
a time when I personally had reason to pray that 
if I could not hold on to the Lord He would hold 
on to me.

Boost your 

ONE of the best ways to make your home more 
suited to your needs, especially if you have a growing 
family or want to work from home, is to add a bed¬ 
room. 

Increasing the number of bedrooms can also put 
your home in a different price bracket when you 
come to sell. 

The most obvious place to put an extra bedroom is 
upstairs, with all the others, and sometimes it's pos¬ 
sible to use the space you already have. 

For example, if the main bedroom spans the front 
of the house, you may be able to divide it in two, as 
long as each room has its own, separate window.This 
may not be as satisfactory as adding space, but it can 
work well if your home's big enough and you're on a 
limited budget. 

When you come to sell, remember that couples and 
sharers will probably be looking for good-sized dou¬ 
ble bedrooms, while families may be happier to have 
more, smaller bedrooms if it means one for each 
child. 

When rejigging the existing space isn't an option, 
consider converting the loft into a bedroom or bed¬ 
rooms instead. If you can also fit a bathroom or 
shower room up there, and built-in storage, you've 
created the perfect master or guest suite. 

The cheapest and easiest loft conversions are ones 
with skylights (eaves conversions), as the line of the 
roof is unchanged. However, this isn't ideal if the loft 
has limited space. 

Building out the roof to create more useable space 
inside is often necessary, which means a (more ex¬ 
pensive and complicated) dormer, mansard or hip- 
to-gable conversion. 

The pitch of the roof can make a big difference to 
how useable the space is - some lofts don't have 
enough head height to make the conversion worth¬ 
while unless you lower the ceilings in the rooms 
below. This is a big and expensive job and won't be 
practical if the ceilings are already quite low. 

You also need room for a good-sized staircase up to 
the loft on the floor below and if this means losing a 
bedroom, you may not gain much by converting the 
loft. 

Building regulations for loft conversions are very 
strict about having a safe means of escape in the 
event of a fire, so it's not necessarily the easiest way 
to add an extra bedroom. 

Creating a downstairs bedroom, and preferably a 


bedrooms 

bathroom or shower room next to it, can work better, 
providing your home's layout is suitable. 

Ground-floor extensions are usually used to add 
kitchen, dining and living space, but they can include 
bedrooms. 

A two-storey extension is often better because you 
can create extra living space downstairs and bed¬ 
rooms upstairs and it should be cheaper than doing 
a ground-floor extension and a loft conversion, but 
two-storey extensions aren't always easy to do with 
our planning system. 

Another way to add a bedroom is converting your 
home's garage (or outbuildings) into one. If the 
garage is mostly used for storage and the stuff can 
be stored elsewhere, the garage may be more useful 
and valuable as a bedroom, as long as it's converted 
properly and sympathetically. 

To get the best of both worlds, you could put a bed¬ 
room on top of the garage, if there's space to build 
above it and for a new corridor on the first floor.
